He is 
survived by his wife and five chil- 
dren. An of theae children, who 
range In age from about 12 to over 
20 years, are afflicted in the most un- 
usual and remarkable manner with a 
disease known as Frederick's ataxia, 
which renders them almost helpless, 
without iKjwer to perform any service 
for themselves, unable ' to speak In- 
telligeDtly, yet they are not without 
Intelligence. With the Intuition of a 
mother's devotion she has trained 
their memories in a remarkable de- 
gree, teaehtag then to repeat In Jar- 
gon that aha aloae can BsderataBd, 
hymns, selecttona from the Bible and 
simple poems. 

Mitchell and his wife were very 
poor and some years since the small 
farm they bad buiiRht. hut upon 
which they had not been able to uiake 
the payments, had to be sold. The 
case seemed so unutterably pitiable 
that through the newspapers the 
story waa told and help asked. To 
the appeal there waa quick and gen- 
eroua response from many parts of 
the United Statea and even from Cen- 
tral America. Funda aufllciant were 
thua secured to make full payment 
for the farm.

Turning from these fantastic, thotigb Interest- 
Ing, theories let us glance at the modem ex« 
planationa of the formation of these beautiful 
producta of nature. 

You have, no doubt, often seen sheila of 
molluscs lined with a smooth anr iridescent coat- 
ing, which l8 called nacre or mother-of-pearl. 
This coaling. like the rest of the shell, is pro- 
duced by the aniin.il. nml In made up mostly of 
carhonate of lluie hikI an oiKaiilc matrix which 
' usually presents a laminated texture. You tuust 

» have noticed that the color and lirllllancy of thia 

v layer ditTor in various species of shells. For 

- InKtaiicc. In the ordinary oyster it is of a luslre- 

»• loss wlilte, and in a kind of shell called abalono 

•. or ear shell (Ualiotis), the nacre is of a green- 
Ish blue tinge, changing to purple as you turn It 
in your band. In another kind, known as the 
tleck-Ilpped-shell, (Margarltlfera), the mother-of- 
pc.ii l is of a greenish black color. In the abella 
of the true pearl-oysters the nacre is of a dear, 
delUute white, which has the sheen of floss silk 
faintly tinted with arnre, exhibiting a beautiful 
plav of color— a qunllty which make! tlieae aheUa 
of great value In ooininerce. 

Now "ft often hapiK DM that foreign substances, 
swh as sand grains, mleroBCopIc orgaiilsni.s of 
various kinds, parasitic worms, crnha, or Bonie-, 
times even small fishes become Introduced by ac- 
cident or otherwise inside the shell or Into the 
tissues of the mollusc's soft body. In such cases, 
the animal sometlmee begbii to deposit a part of 
the material which goee to form the nacreoua 
layer 6f the ihell aroOnd or over theae foreign 
objects and as new materiel to added year after 
year in the form of layers theae eoneretions 
which may at first be very tiny grow to be of 
a con^iilorable site. And when this takes place 
til a kibell with Kpeclall; beautiful nacre such as 
that of the pearl-oyster, the result may be an ob- 
ject of great beauty, prized from ancient times as 
a priceless Jewel. In this strange way, pearls, 
the handsomest jirndrn tu of natiirn are |)rodu('ed. 

Such being their origin, pearls may be formed 
l^vMiy kind of mollusc, blbalved or spiral. And 
Jqfi^ as the nacre of different kinds of shells dif- 
fers, so the pearla themselves vary according to 
the shell, which produeee them. Thus the pearla 
of the eomrooo oyster, the aeallop and the giant 
clam, are milky white and not Tory hdght, while 
those of the sea mussel are naually black, 
f"' Perhapa you have noticed that pearls are of 
many dliTerent shapes, some round, some peai^ 
(ihapxl, eonie egg-shaped and some of all manner 
of r.intastic shapes. The rotind, pear-shaped and 
egg .xhaped ones are known as oriental or virgin 
pearls, while those of irregnlor shapes are called 
baroque iicarls These are Kometluies found in 
the shapes uf nahes, bird^ w-ings, or creeping 
warms. The 'seed pearls, which are generally 
vae fpr medlein^ ptyrpoeee by the CblMae, are 
itwaya very small and BsnaUy found togethor 
1 numbers. 
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happens that pearls are found attached to the in- 
ner surface of the shell. Thla position Inter- 
feres with the symmetry of the pearl ao that 

when it la taken out of the shell It Is flat on one 
side, making what Is known an a "i t-rle botiton." 
The attnclied pearls are not alwuvs of Inferior 
quality but are often highly valued. The world- 
renowned ■ Southern Crosa," which was valued at 
£10,000 by the company to which It belong' <1, was 
found at ("ossacl:. Western Australia, attarhed to 
the central p:irt of the Inslile of a hhell. 

When-onco the nature of |x<arlH was understood, 
it was but natural that many experiments wore 
made to produce the precious objects at will. In 
fact, much attention has been paid to this very 
problem by scientific men, and they are atlll at 
work upon It 

It is welt known that Linnaeus, the father of 
natural history, claimed that pearls could be pro- 
cured by piercing holes In the shell of an oyster 
with a lino auger, making a small wound, and 
afterwards "parking " the oystbrs for many years 
Hut his fKggestloiia do not seem to have been 
clearly umierstotKl and no one has been able to 
pursue his method sut-cocisfully. The Chlne.se, as 
Is well know n, hju i« been specially successful In 
raising pearls by inserting grains of clay between 
the ahell and the thin outer membrane which 
covers the soft body of the freshwater muaael, 
but the best of these are of very Inferior quality, 
and are valuable perely as curloa. 

At tho International Fisheries exhibition, held 
in Berlin in 1880, some pearla wefe shown which 
had been cultivated In Germany. Prom looking 
at these one could see that the plain relief might 
be covered with nacreous substance, but the re- 
luilt was of little value. Mr. Savllle Kent, late 
naturalist to the government of Queensland and 
to that of Western Australia, undertook the same 
experiment with the large pearl-oyster, and a 
Ki'Utlenian on TliiirHday IslaJid tried Inaeitlnc a 
shot through a hole In the shell. 

The most important of such experiments are 
probably those of Dr. Louis Boutan of Parla, who 
sticceoded some seven years ago In producing 
pearls In the abalone ahell. The public was nat- 
urally greatly Interested, and the newspapers In 
Europe and Anerloa applauded tala tneeaas and 
called It a great discovery. 

It may perhaps come as a suri rise to many that 
before Dr. Hoiitan'si attempts, a very extensive 
and succosBful system of pearl-oy.ster cultivation 
had been carried on In Japan by a Mr. .Miklmoto, 
and "culture pearls" had not only been produced, 
but placed regularly on the market. Kven at the 
praaeat day, it may be claimed, that this Is the 
only pearl-oyster farm In the world which under- 
takes the oxtenalTe cultivation of the preclona 
moUuBO and produoes "culture pearla" on a oom- 
mercUl aeale. An aoeooat of tba aueeeaaful enter, 
priae may. thertfare. U set wMly dtvold oT Id- 
tersst. 

At the Third National Industrial exhibition, 
held in Tokyo in 1890, Mr. Miklmoto exhibited In 
the aquarium of fluherles section somo living 
specimens of tiie pearl oyster. This made him ac- 
quainted with Dr. Mitsukurl, professor of zoology 
at tho Imperial university, who first suggested to 
him the possibility of cultivating pearl-oysters 
and of making them produce pearls by the use of 
proper stimuli Heing deeply Intereeted In the 
eubject, Miklmoto went aftarwards to the marine 
biological station of the Imperial nniveralty at 
Vlsakl, where the professor was teaching, and 



learaed from him many facts concernini,' i>e.»:l 
formation and tho natural hiatory of the pearl 
oyster. 

Mlklmoto's home was Toba in the province of 
, Shlma. one of the localitiea In Japan famous for 
large ylelda of pearls. Directly after his return 
there he began experimenting on his newly ac- 
quired idea. At first it seemed almost like pur- 
suing a fleeting shadow and hie friends laughed 
at him for "throwing his money Into the sea." 
He. however, persisted, trying all sort of expert 
menta and changing his methods troni time to 
time, relyliiK on sugsesilons and advli e troni i'rof 
Milsukinl r.nil Dr. Kishinoue .M llie i-rnl of (our 
years of hard work, ilisappointnient and retiewed 
efforts, some result.s were obtained which sci'uied 
to promise success. In lhf)6 things bad so far 
progressed that the experimental stage was a 
thing of the past and the enterprise waa put on 
a commercial basis. A patent for the new method 
was obtained from the government, and the culti- 
vation of the pearl-oyster on an extensive scale 
was begun at the Island of Tatokujlmn, In the 
Hay of Ago. At the end of IMi'J tho hrst, though 
small. Clop of pearla waa harvested and placed 
on the market. 

Tli> III thnds practised at the pearl-oyater farm 
are as follows; 

Every year d'ning tho months of July and 
August, small pieces of rock and stone are placed 
in a spot where the larvae of the pearl-oysters 
have been found to be most abundant. Soon 
small oyster-spat are found attached to them. As 
this Ukes place in the ahallow waters of not 
more than a few fathoms, they would die from 
cold. If left there during the winter, so together 
with the rocks to which they are anchund they 
are removed to deeper waters and careti ;i> In Id 
out In the beds prepar<-d for tlieni lit re tli,-.< fie. 
until they reach their ibini .\e.ir, whtti they are 
taken out of the sea luitl ui dergo un operation 
whhii leads in |.ei.r! form.itidM Tl:!s consists 
chlelly in introducnu into them the small pearls 
or round pitces of iiaero which are to serve as 
the miclel of pearls. The shells are then put 
back itato the aea and left undisturbed for at least 
four yeara more. At the end of that time, they 
are taken oat. and It la found that the animal 
has invested the inserted nncleus with many lay- 
ers of nacre and has in fact produced a pearl. 

A large part of the submarine work, such as the 
transpl.Tntlng of the oysters, spreading them out 
on the beds, taking them out Of the sea or putting 
them back there is done by women divers. This 
is uni\ersal In the Ago Hay and uitny other parts 
of Jajian. There has been a belief from time im- 
memorial that women can work better and longer 
under water than nea, tke the women dlren of 
Ise are often mentioned la elaasic Itteratvre. 

Theae women dlvera are trained from a very 
••fly age, and they seem to have inherited through 
many generations a speci.ii aptitude for the water 
life. It is said that they are able to save enough 
money by the time they are of aga to pay for their 
wedding expenses. 

The oy,ster8 secured while under water are 
dropped Into a wooden bucket of moderate slae. 
which is connected to the diver by means of a 
rope attached to her walat The average dive 
occupies rather less than a minute. In that time 
several mollusks being cropped. 

A day's work consists of from four to six 
hours. In which time Eoo oysters can easily be 
gathered at a depth of two to six fathoms. On 
coming up and preparing for another plunge, the 
diver takee a deep and quick biMath which pro- 
duces a thrill whistling sound. When jO or more 
are working together this peculiar nulte is al- 
most Incessant. 

As a cunslderable part of their life la apent In 
the sea, tbo prolonged exposure to water and 
sunshine makea their akiaa very dark and their 
hair reddish. 

The water Is fairly oold and It Is necessary for 
the women divert to go ashore several times dur- 
ing their work to warm them^elve.s In a tire. 

They are very healthy, but tho m ve.-e nature 
of their occupation causes them to age prema- 
turely. Their, skin becomes rough and coarae 
and their hair bright red.

An alley in LfyMii^tori lias licfn cUianecl 
for the liiHt tiniL' in forty ycairf. Sonietinit! in 
the past the alley had beou jiavoj with alone, 
but the pavement was covered with six inches 
of ashes and rubbish that had accumulated in 
the long period of neglect. ' 

Cities should not build alleys and forget 
them. It cost the city of Lexington $400 to 
chan up this alley, and one wonders how the 
work could have been done at that price, but 
it would not have cost anything? if Lexington 
Lad been doinj^ hci duly by that forgotten 
passage way during the four dfcade.s in which 
,^t was left to take care of ilHulf. AUeys arc 
ot noted for taking care of themselves and 
fop^ir, "owners frequently are serenely indif- 
trent to to alley eonditions. Lawns gener- 
iy recMve some attention and oven the back* 
^krd is "<)ombed and brushed" occasionally — 
t least about the time that a visit from the san* 
ary inspector is anticipated. Nobody however, 
/wastes much time in looking after the ap- 
peHreuc<* of tlie alley. 

There id a city out in California which con- 
finea heavy street traffic to the alleys and ^the 
pkMi is not a bad one* Under such ciream- 
^aacea th^ alleys assume the importanoa of 
raets and where there is constant and volum- 
inooa travel there must be provision for 
^be maintenance of the arteries of traveh 
alley, therefore, does not snffet-fur lack of 
jtpalts and city officials cannot, if they would, 
' rmit it to fade from their memory and de« 
lerate inN> a mud hole or a muck heap. 
V average <'ity could not relegate itu trntlic 
lie alleys beeauie they would bo inadei^uate 
<«kiug care of it. In any state of case the 
{^t of aa alley should not la'st forty years.

CHARACTERISTICS OF IDEAL FEEDER ^ER 




A PrafHabIa Bunoh. 



One of tbo first things I look for In 
a steer bought for a feeder is a loose, 
pliable, mellow skin, with a thick 
cover of thrifty looking lialr. If the 
other points of the alcor ore satis- 
factory, these indicate an animal that 
can turn com into good baaf at a 
relatively small cost: 

In buying feeders In stock pens or 
at auction salea, look for the short 
neck, short lega, deap body and 
straight back, aaya a writer la the 
Farm Progreaa. Of couraa, I do not 
ezpaat amoothaesa in a feeder steer, 
but neither do I want high thigh 
hones and a geaoral appaaranoa of 
coarseness. 

Try to imagine how the steer will 
look when fat and ready for the mar- 
ket. If his neck Is rhln. v-'W It become 
thicker? If the back Is thin, In there 
still thickness enough to carry the 
load of fat that you hope to put 
thera? 

It doea not matter mneh whether 
the feeder ataar la an animal In whloh 
Angus or Oalloway, Hereford or 
Shorthorn blood predomlnatee. They 
are all breeds in which the same pur- 
pose has been kept In mind. They 
are all well drbhed. early maturing 
stock, with a (apuclty of turn- 
ing larqe amounts of feed iBtO gOOd 
red beef at a low cost. 

When I buy a feeder steer I look for 
an animal with a short, broad head, 
large muiile. heavy, strong Jaw; 
smooth, strong shoulders, and a wide, 
deep chest, I want ao dlatortaara In a 
herd that I am feeding, ao I keep 
away from the wild and qoarralaome 
sort as near as I can. Of couraa. when 
buying In car load or half car load 



lots you have to take tba dtapoaltlon 

for granted. 

The chest should he wide, esppclally 
at the bottom, and th« body big 
enough to kIvc HloriiKO room to Iho 
corn and the re;i(;ti:»ge that you are 
goliiR to put In this machine that It Is 
to turn it into beef.

, For a good many yeara I have been 
Jiuylng feeder steers shipped Into a 
stockyard, shipping them about 
eighty miles a.nd flnlshlnp them oi. 
corn and roughage. Most of them are 
western cattle. Thi v are a little slow 
In starting to take on welxht, but fat- 
ten very rapidly a little Int. r in their 
feeding. It Is better to buy them by 
carload lots, In order to save money 
on the yardage, tha eommlsuion and 
the freight A carload of auch steers 
will run from alghtaaa to twenty-two 
head. 

The change In tha ataar daring the 

flnlching period la remarkable. 

Where th% heavy muscles aro notice-

if sprouts starting from the body 
Of the tree or along the uiain branches 
are pinched when they are three or 
four Inches long they will ordinarily 
form fruit apura. Aim .ta get more 
fruit buds near tha bady af tha tree 
and along tha larger Umba taataad of 
tha branchaa. 

Aa color la an Important factor, 
rare should be exer. t^ed to keep the 
top open BO that the rays of the sun 
i-nn reach to every part at Home por- 
tion of the day.

During moulting the hens require an 
extra amount of caro and In fact all 
the attention which can be given 
them. In too many Instances moult- 
I iiiK is considered just a natural se- 
I (jueiice of poultry keeping. The fowls 
at this time are just as bad as a child 
cutting his teeth. It is not the mere 
fact of losing feathera or puahlng a 
tooth thrpogh aa maeh aa tha ooaatl- 
tatlonal dlatnrbaaea that to aat up. 
One aymptoni of moulting to lethargy. 
The birds, instead of being early risers, 
mope about on their perches and will 
not venture out In search of food that 
Is so essential to them at this trying 
period Dainty food should be pre- 
pared. Warm meal with a dash Of 
spice iu It In the morning and contin- 
ual change. 

In regard to grain: Com. wheat, 
barley, aataaadmaahadpotatoaa l^ith 
maal— anything to tempt tba apnatlta 
—two or tbrea ruaty nalla or a alt of 
sulphur in the dijtaklBg water are 
great helps. In'Mnflned runs meat 
mirst be added, anfd, In fact, scraps of 
meat may well be given on any run. 

Two things are essential; (1) That 
fairly early each morrtlng the hen 
house should be cleared of belated 
riserai <2) the floor should be swept 
at the same time, ao a lot of vermin 
come o9 with the shed faathara. These 
sweeplngn ahould ba takaa right away 
and not put oa tha aaaraat nmaare 
heap. After OMniltlag to ovar give 
morning maab of ahorta aad braa In 
a crumbly condition and feed plaaty 
of oata.
